WASHINGTON (AP)—U5S. ¢

Initial Senate reaction has 
been favorable to the proposed 
changes, Foreign Relations 
Committee aides added, 

The attitude of many Sena- 
tors has been that it is better to 
adjust the seven-year-old treaty 
now while the climate is plea- 
sant rather than wait until 
ehanges are forced at some later 
date, 

The senators were also said 
to have recognized that the 1951 
Security Treaty was negotiated 
at a time when Japan could not 
have much to say in its terms 
but that time has moved on and 
the situation is now changed, 


Any alterations: in treaty 
terms would have to be ap- 
proved by the U.S. Senate which 
ratified the original Security 
Treaty, 

Assistant Secretary of State 
William B. Macomber Jr., in 
charge of congressional affairs 
and U.S. Ambassador Douglas 
MacArthur II have been talking 
to senators J. W. Fulbright of 
Arkansas and Bourke Hicken- 
looper of Iowa and expect to 
see George Aiken of Vermont 
and Senate majority whip Mike 
Mansfield of Montana in New 
York Tuesday. 

Other members of the foreign 
relations committee are either 
out of town on a vacation or 


‘eampaigning .in their home 
states but will be reached 
shortly. 


Informed sources here are of 
the opinion that the talks on 
security matters between For- 
eign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama 
and Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles last Thursday and 
Friday went far enough and 
were broad enough to lay the 
foundation for future negotia- 
tions. 

The treaty talks are due to 
open in Tokyo late this month 
following Fujiyama’s return, 

The Defense Department is 
expected to be represented at 
least in the opening sessions by 
John N. Irwin Jr. who becomes 
assistant Secretary of Defense 
for international affairs on 
O¢t. 1. 


There still is no public dis- 
cussion here of the main items 
which Japan will seek to revise 
in the talks. The United States 
was not anxious to discuss these 
points in advance of the nego- 
tiations themselves. 

jt is understood that Fuji- 
yama clearly stated Japan's ob- 
jections to the deployment of 
U.S. forces from bases in Japan 
to such Far East trouble spots 
as Taiwan for fear of involve- 
ment in a Far East war without 
having been consulted. Tokyo 
also has been concerned about 
the introduction of U.S. nu- 
clear arms into Japan as the 
result of stiff warnings from 
Communist China and the So 
viet Union that this could lead 
to war involvement, 

U.S. authorities appeared 
satisfied that the Fujiyama and 
Dulles talks were very satis- 
factory in promoting an under- 
standing between the two coun- 
tries, even though there were 
no negotiations. 

While it is felt that Japan’s 
dependence upon the United 
States for defense is far less 
than when the treaty was con- 
cluded in 1951, the two nations 
have a similarity of interests 
which will insure that they will 
continue close cooperation in 
the military field as well as 
politically. 

It was for this reason, some 
quarters speculated, that the 
United States was willing to 
renegotiate the Security Treaty 
and administrative agreement 
which goes along with it. 

There is conviction here after 
the Fujiyama talks that while 
Japan is moving toward a more 
equal basis in its security rela- 
tions with the U.S,, there is no 
intention by the Japanese to 
change their policy toward Com- 
munist China. 


Difficult U.N. 
Meet Seen 
By Fujiyama 


NEW YORK (Kyodo)—Japa- 
rese Foreign Minister Aiichiro 
Fujiyama predicted here Mon- 
day that the U.N, General As- 
sembly session opening Tuesday 
would be both “serious and 
difficult.” 


He said the Taiwan Strait 
crisis would probably be one of 
the major topics discussed at 
the session. He said the major 
problem was not that of halting 
the shooting but what to do 
after a truce is achieved. 


Fujiyama arrived here Mon- 
day from a weekend rest in the 
Pennsylvania mountains after 
his two-day conferences with 
U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles in Washington. 


He predicted the 13th Genergl 
Assembly might bring about a 
change in Dulles’ diplomatic 
policies, But he did not expand 
on the comment. 


The Foreign Minister predict- 
ed renewed efforts to admit Com- 
munist China into the United 
Nations and declared Japan 
would stick to its policy of hav- 
ing the question shelved, 

It would be undesirabie, he 
said, if Communist China's dis- 
play of force should prove to 
its advantage in winning a seat 
in the international body, 

Fujiyama said his address be- 
fore the Assembly, which has 
not yet been fully drafted, would 
“naturally” touch on the Chi- 
nese situation. 

Fujiyama is due to leave for 
Tokyo late this month in order 
t attend the extraordinary 
session of the Japanese Diet, 
but he said he might have to re- 
turn to New York, even by 
absenting himself from the 
Diet. He said this would depend 
on developments in the Gen- 
eral Assembly debates. 

He anticipated the first half 
of the Assembly session would 
be taken up with Mideast and 
Far East question, leaving 
disarmament and nuclear test 
issues for later. He said he 
would talk with other delegates 
to try to find the most practical 
method of working for a ban 
on nuclear tests, 


Soviet OK’s New 
Talks by Experts 


MOSCOW (AP)—The Kremlin 
Monday night accepted an 
American proposal for a meet- 
ing of technical experts to work 
out an agreement preventing 
the possibility of surprise at- 
tacks. 

It suggested the experts meet 
in Geneva, Nov. 10. 

It proposed that representa- 
tives from the United States, 
Britain, France, Belgium, the 
Soviet Union, Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, and Romania attend. 

This, it said, would provide 
equal representation to mem- 
bers of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and the 
Communist Warsaw Pact. 

The Soviet agreement was 
contained in a note delivered to 
American Charge ad’ Affaires 
Richard H. Davis by Soviet De- 
puty Foreign Minister V. V. 
Kuznetsov Monday.

The Last Straw for Molotov: 
His ‘Cocktail’ Ruled Feeble 


First it was his falling out 
with Khrushchev, 

Then it was being sent to 
Mongolia. 

And now—the last straw for 
Mr. Molotov: 

The Japanese Supreme Court 
has said his world famous 
“cocktail” not only is not a high 
explosive but, when tossed, it 
does not disturb public safety. 

The Supreme Court made the 
ruling in a case of a youth who 
tossed a “Molotov cocktail” at 
an American car in 1952, 

The attack was during the 
“Molotov cocktail” uprising by 
the Communist Party. “Molotov 
eocktails” are brewed by filling 
bottles with gasoline, attaching 
a cotton wick, lighting it, and 
then tossed. 


The .youth, a senior high 


school student, was indicted for 
inflicting injuries, arson, at- 
tempted homicide, and violation 
of the Explosives Control Law. 

The Kobe District Court con- 
victed the youth only for in- 
flicting injuries. The prosecy- 


tion appealed to the Osaka 
Higher Court. The court reject- 
ed the appeal. 


They appealed to the Supreme 
Court, 


The Supreme Court backed 
the lower court’s findings, and 
ruled that a “Molotov cocktail” 
is not a high explosive, which 
is the only kind of explosive 
covered in the Explosives Con- 
trol Law. The Court also point- 
ed out that a “Molotov cock- 
tail,” with such limited blasting 
power, can not be considered as 


endangering public safety,

Soviet Calls 
For Test Ban 


UNITED NATIONS (AP)— 
The Soviet Union formally pro- 
posed Tuesday that the U.N. 
General Assembly act at once to 
end atomic and hydrogen 
tests. 

Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei A. Gromyko moved as dele- 
gates from 81 nations gathered 
for the opening of the Assem- 
bly’s 13th regular session. 

A Soviet memorandum hand- 
ed in by Gromyko charged the 
United States and Britain had 
laid down impossible conditions 
in their letters of Aug. 22 in 
which they offered to end nu- 
clear tests Oct. 31 if the Rus- 
sians agreed to their terms. 

Gromyko proposed that the 
Assembly separate the question 
of nuclear tests from the gener- 
al disarmament problem and act 
upon it independently. The 
suspension of the tests, he said, 
“would create conditions for the 
solution of other important 
disarmament problems.” 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles met with U.N, Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold 
Tuesday morning to review 
problems before the Assembly 
and get a firsthand report on 
Hammarskjold’s Middle East 
trip. 


Taiwan Top Issue 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(Kyodo-Reuter)—The U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly convened at 3 
p.m. Tuesday (4 a.m. Wednes- 
day, JST) for a three-month ses- 
sion expected to be dominated 
by a question at present not 
even on its agenda—the tense 
situation in the Taiwan Strait. 

But an Indian item calling 
for admission of Communist 
Chinese representatives to the 
United Nations is expected to 
provide the opening for many 
references to the Taiwan crisis, 

if the ambassadorial talks 
which began in Warsaw Tues- 
day fail to ease tensions in the 
Strait, the United States itseif 
might bring the situation before 
the United Nations, same. diplo- 
mats predicted. 

The Soviet Union has . also 
hinted that it might. raise.the 
question by calling for a U.N. 
embargo on the movement of 
foreign air and naval forces out- 
side their national frontiers—a 
move aimed particularly at 
American operations in the Far 
East. 

The United States is confi- 
dent that the Indian item calling 
for Communist Chinese admis- 
sion to the U.N. will fail, as it 
has done previously, but In@ia 
is understood to be confident of 
a bigger vote than ever in fay- 
our of the move. 

Among more than 70 agenda 
items which the Assembly will 
haye to get through before 
Christmas are those on disarma- 
ment, Cyprus, Hungary, Algeria, 
racial segregation in South Af- 
rica, peaceful uses of atomic 
energy, and the law of the sea. 

The Greek delegation urged 
the Assembly in a memoran- 
dum published Tuesday to help 
Cypriots to the “the realization 
of their legitimate claims.” 

Both Selwyn Lloyd, British 
Secretary, and U.S. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles have 
stated that the Assembly is one 
of the most important in recent 
years. 

Dulles was reported to be plan- 
ning to stress the establishment 
of a permanent United Nations 
in his address to 
the Assembly. 

He will be the first of the big 
power delegates to speak—prob- 
ably on Thursday. 

The New York Times reported 
that in addition to the police 
force, Dulles is expected to re- 
new a proposal by President 
Eisenhower for an _ all-Arab 
development 
sist the economies of the Mid- 
dle East countries. 


Fight for Presidency 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(AP)—The 81i-nation U.N, Gen- 
eral Assembly Tuesday faced a 
battle over election of a new 
Assembly president. 

Two Arab foreign ministers— 
Charles Malik of Lebanon and 
Ahmed Mohammed Mahgoub of 
Sudan—are the principal con- 
tenders for the post now held by 
New Zealand's Sir Leslie Mun- 
ro. Both claim they have 
enough commitments to get the 
required simple majority. 

If the two Arab leaders dead- 
lock, the election may go to 
either of two possible candi- 
dates—Yugoslav Foreign Minis- 
ter Koca Popovic or Peru's 
veteran diplomat, Victor A. 
Belaunde. 


Newest U.S. A-Sub 
Slated for Pacific 


PORTSMOUTH, N.H. (APM)— 
America’s newest nuclear sub- 
marine, the Swordfish, will be 
assigned to the Pacific after a 
shakedown cruise. 

The submersible, commis- 
sioned Monday after completion 
of acceptance trials in which it 
logged 1,172 miles and 23 dives, 
will be skippered by Cmdr.

Typhoon Helen | 
Heads for Japan 


Heavy rains hit portions 
of southern Japan yesterday 
as prelude to approaching 
Typhoon No. 21 (Helen). 
Ten inches fell on southern 
Tokushima Prefecture, caus- 
ing three landslides and de- 
laving trains, In Amami 
Oshima houses were report- 
ed flooded and one boat 
missing. 

The Meteorological Agency 
said that the typhoon 
would slowly head in a 
northeasterly direction and 
reach a point about 200 
miles south of the Kii Pen- 
insula this evening. 

Weathermen said they 
could not predict whether 
the storm would approach 
east Japan or veer toward 
the Izu islands. 

They forecast that waters 
south of west Japan will be 
stormy this morning and the 
seas Off Tokaido and near 
the Izu islands from this 
afternoon through tonight. 

Helen was spotted 330 
miles south-southwest of 
Cape Muroto in Kochi Pre- 
fecture and was moving at a 
slow 9 mph as of 9 p.m. 
yesterday. It had winds up 
to 135 mph. 


Lockheed Jet 
Said Choice 
Of Air Staff 


A former member of the air 
staff of the Air Self-Defense 
Force said yesterday almost all 
the members of the air staff 
sought to have the Lockheed 
Starfighter adopted as Japan's 
basic jet fighter. 


The former air force officer, 
Yukimasa Oka, testified before 
a House of Representatives 
Audit Committee probing re- 
ports that political pressure and 
bribery influenced the National 
Defense Council to select the 
Grumman Super Tiger jet. 


Oka, a former lieutenant 
colonel, who is now an employe 
of the Marubeni-lida Co., 
resigned from the Air Self-De- 
fense Force after being trans- 
ferred from the air staff to a 
minor post. '. . 

But he denied at the hearing 
that he was transferred because 
he favored the Lockheed plane. 

“That was not the reason for 
my transfer,” he said. “Almost 
all the members of the air staff 
supported the Lockheed.” 


He said he resigned “because 
of ill health.” 


Oka said that when he was a 
member of the air staff, the 
planes that were considered 
favorably were the Lockheed 
Starfighter and a North Amer- 
ican Co, jet.fighter. 

“Only a few members of the 
air staff were impressed with 
the Grumman,” he said. 

Oka said in reply to a ques- 
tion that it would be “natural” 
for the Self-Defense Force to 
adopt the Lockheed Starfighter. 

“I would make this choice 
from the standpoint of suit-

\Crisis Talks 


As SEATO 
Meet Opens 


BANGKOK (AP)—U.S. Pacific 
Fleet commander Harry D. Felt 
said Tuesday Communist pow- 
ers covet the economic re- 
sources Of Southeast Asia “just 
as they are greedy for the oil 
of the Middle East.” 


Speaking to the opening ses- 
sion of the ninth SEATO mili- 
tary advisors conference, Felt 
said forces under his command 
“are not fixed to any one spot 
of the surface of the globe. 
They are flexible, versatile an 
movable. 


“As commander of a con- 
siderable portion of the armed 
strength of my country I stand 
ready to assist you to best of 
my country’s ability.” 

Felt told 92 high military 
planners from eight SEATO na- 
tions that the oceans provided 
the link necessary to “back up 
and support our brothers on 
land.” 


Felt’s remarks were by far 
the most outspoken of any 
senior delegates who met in an 
atmosphere that was described 


by one officer as “the most 
serious since SEATO was 
created at Manila four years 
ago.” 


All but Philippines Chief of 
Staff Gen. Alfonso Arellano 
avoided mention of the Taiwan 
crisis which was openly dis- 
cussed in hallways before the 
conference opened. 


Arellano said that “this fear- 
some implications of the current 
situation” has forced the Fili- 
pino people to look toward 
SEATO “in the hope and convic- 
tion that should aggression be 
forced upon them they shall not 
be alone in defending our com- 
moneway of life.” 


Later the Filipino general said 
he would press for discussion 
of implications arising from the 
Taiwan crisis despite opposition 
to it by some SEATO members. 

He said there was no con- 
sideration being given to extend- 
ing SEATO’s protective umbrella 
to. the Taiwan Strait. 


Responsible informants told 
AP that New Zealand, Britain, 
and Thailand “oppose for the 
time being discussion of any 
controversial subject that is not 
of immediate concern to 
SEATO.” 


The sessions here last three 
days. Britain's Far East air 
foree commander, the Earl of 
Bandon. is presiding over the 
meetings. 


Peiping Raps Meet

The production of semifinish- 
ed products should be left to 
Japan. The U.S. manufacturers 
can undertake the final stage in 
manufacturing. 

The two points I raised are 
satisfactorily observed with re- 
gard to thermometers. 

Half-tinished thermometers 
are being exported to the US. 
in large quantities. U.S. manu- 
facturers, after finishing them 
as. deserved, are reexporting 
them to Central and South 
American countries. 

Judging from this situation, 
I think it is not entirely impos- 
sible for Japan to dominate the 
world market for thermometers. 

If things go along the course 
I prescribed, it will prove 
beneficial not only for Japan and 
the U.S., but also for the whole 
world,

Japan Rejects 


Would Nix U.S. Bid 
For Pullout: Chen 


TAIPEI (UPI) — Nationalist 
Chinese Vice President and Pre- 
mier Chen Cheng declared Tues- 
day that his nation’s troops 
will not evacuate the Quemoy 
Islands even if asked to do so 
by the United States. 

Chen expressed his nation’s 
firm stand regarding the heavily 
bombarded offshore islands in 
an exclusive interview with 
Choi Byung Woo, editor of the 
Korea Times. 

Asked the “theoretical ques- 
tion” of whether the Nationalist 
Government would evacuate the 
offshore islands if America re- 
quested, Chen said: “It is not a 
theoretical question. It is a 
very realistic question. I tell 
you we shall never abandon the 
offshore islands.” 

Choi said in his dispatch that 
it is generally believed in Tai- 
pel, that Britain, Canada and 
other Commonwealth nations 
are pressing the United States 
to persuade Nationalist China 
to abandon the islands. 

Chen was also quoted as say- 


ing that the Red Chinese-Amer- 
ican talks which opened Mon- 
day in Warsaw, Poland, “will 
not affect” Nationalist China’s 
position, 


Earlier Tuesday, Chen told a 
hushed Parliament that Na- 
tionalist China is devising new 
plans to crack the strangulation 
blockade of the Quemoy Islands 
off the China coast. 


The National assembly earlier 
called for “immediate and ef- 
fective” U.S. and Nationalist air 
attack to silence the Communist 
guns on the mainiand, 


An Assembly resolution not- 
ed that U.S.-escorted convoys 
had “had little effect” on the 
Red blockade. 

In a report to the nation, Chen 
vowed that the Nationalists will 
not abandon the Quemoy gar- 
rison, 

He warned that if the Com- 
munists sealed off the Quemoy 
complex, the war in the Taiwan 
Strait would expand into great- 
er hostilities,

Supplies Landed 

TAIPEI (AP)—The battle for 
the Quemoy Islands threatened 
to enter a new and bitter phase 
as the Nationalists again punc- 
tured the Communist blockade 
and the Reds hurled thousands 
of more shells at the outposts. 

News of the latest bombard- 
ment came after the National- 
ists had announced a success- 
ful air drop Tuesday of supplies 
on Little Quemoy and an equal- 
ly successful unloading at Que- 
moy of unspecified cargo trans- 
ported there by an LST (land- 
ing ship tank). 

The ministry said the Reds 
unlimbered 5,820 shells at the 
Quemoys between 4:20 p.m. 
and 9 p.m. 

The bombardment, it said, was 
particularly intense during the 
20 minutes the LST was unload- 
ing its precious cargo for the 
beleaguered Nationalist garri- 
son. 


Double Pay for Seamen 


SAN FRANCISCO (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—Some U.S. seamen sailing 
to the China coast or the Tai- 
Wan area will now receive 
double pay, $10,000 in life insur- 
ance and vessel attack bonuses 
ranging from $100 to $150, it 
was announced here Tuesday. 

The agreement was reached 
between the Pacific Maritime 
Association, representing ship 
owners, and the Seafarers Inter- 
national Union.

NEW YORK (AP)—Japan has 
accepted the compulsory juris- 
of the International 
Court of Justice,-on condition 
of reciprocity, in a declaration 
filed at U.N, Headquarters Mon- 
d ;

The declaration, dated Sept. 
15, 1958, was presented to the 
U.N. Legal Office by Koto Matsu- 
daira, Japan’s permanent rep- 
resentative. It is for a period 
of five years and will continue 
thereafter until such time as it 
may be terminated by a written 
notice, 

The declaration accepts juris- 
diction on disputes which arise 
on- and after the date of the 
declaration, and which are not 
settled by other peaceful means. 


U.S. Views 
Red Note as 
Propaganda 


WASHINGTON (AP)—US. 
officials said Tuesday the new 
Soviet warning to Japan on the 
use of U.S. bases for “aggres- 
sion” against Communist China 
is a clever but transparent 
propaganda move. 

It was considered part of a 
Soviet smokescreen designed to 
embroil the United States and 
Japan in difficulties while the 
Soviet Union aids and abets the 
Chinese Communists in aggres- 
sive moves toward the National- 
ist Chinese offshore island of 
Quemoy.

Sharp Note Alleges

Tokyo ‘Virtually 
Aiding Aggression 
A spokesman for the 
Japanese Foreign Office 
last night hastened to de- 
nounce as “groundless” 
and “one-sided” a Soviet 


accusation that Japan “‘is 
virtually helping” 


the 
United States “in its ag- 
gressive actions’ in the 
Taiwan Strait area. 


An “informal” statement re- 
futing the Soviet charges was 
issued only a few hours after 
the delivery of a sharp Rus- 
sian note to Masahide Kanayamae, 
director of the Foreign Minis- 
try’s European and African 
Affairs Bureau, 


The note contained a stern 
warning against allowing the 
U.S. to use Japanese territory 
for “aggression” in the Taiwan 
area, and charged that if news- 
paper and radio reports were 
correct, Japan was already 
“virtually” involved in U.S. ag- 
gression. 

The Japanese spokesman said 
the Soviet note “avoided touch- 
ing on the question of what has 
caused the present crisis in the 


Taiwan area.” Though the 
spokesman did not elaborate, he 
Was apparently referring to 


Red China’s opening artillery 
barrage against the offshore is- 
lands last Aug. 23. 


Referring to the warning 
against becoming a party to ai- 
leged US. aggression, the 


spokesman emphasized that the 
foreign policy of Japan is based 
on the principle that all inter- 
national disputes should be set- 
tled by peaceful means. 

And he cotintercharged that 
“any attempt to change the 
status quo through use of arms 
under the present conditions of 
East-West antagonism would 
pose a serious threat to world 
peace.” , 
spokesman continued: 
“For Japan to launch eggres- 
sive action or become a party 
to such action in any meaning 
of the term, is impossible in 
the light of the letter and 
spirit” of Japan's postwar Con- 
stitution.” 

He added that, “Needless to 
say, Japan is greatly interested 
in the situation in the Taiwan 
Strait from the standpoint of

The sleeping sickness epide- 
mic sweeping the Republic of 
Korea and Japan claimed 33 
more victims yesterday, raising 
the unofficial death toll to 2,285. 

South Korean health officials 
in Seoul said 1,344 persons have 
died of the encephalitis epide- 
mic, 

The total number of cases in 
South Korea was 6,104. 

Japanese Welfare Ministry of- 
ficlals said the number of un- 
confirmed cases in Japan still 
stood at 3,613 and _ probable 
death toll at 850 as of Sept. 6. 

The Welfare Ministry’s official 
figures as of Aug. 30 showed 615 
deaths and 1,497 cases. 

The Korean Government has 
decided to reopen primary 
schools except in the Seoul and 
Taegu areas.

YOKOHAMA (Kyodo)—Pro- 
curement Agency workers in 
Yokohama are seeking full Gov- 
ernment compensation for Japa- 
nese killed or injured by US. 
forces personnel during the 
postwar occupation of Japan. 

The Yokohama Chapter of the 
National Procurement Agency 
Workers Union filed a request 
for such compensation Monday 
with Gov. Twataro Uchiyama of 
Kanagawa Prefecture. 

The union asked Gov. Uchi- 
varna to urge the Government 
to enact a special law and con- 
duct a detailed checkup of ac- 
cidents throughout this country 
involving U.S. Forces personnel 
and Japanese, 

Procurement Agency workers 
contended that sufficient com- 
pensation was not made to vic 
tims in such accidents, ‘ 

Only a maximum sum of ¥70- 
000 was given as a solatium to 
Japanese even in cases of death 


in such accidents, they a 
serted, 

There were about 10,000 ac- 
cidents involving U.S. Forces 


personnel and Japanese, the 
Procurement Agency said. There 
were about 15,000 property dam- 
age cases. 

Payment of compensation 
was taken up once by the Diet 
earlier this year but no action 
to aid the victims was taken, 
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Gov't to Help Medical

of public health conditions in 
the area. 

The Government will pay 
part of the expenses of the tour 
as well as extend other help to 
the mission through the Japa- 
nese embassies in the various 
Southeast Asian capitals. 

Some 30 doctors and public 
health officials will make up the 
mission, which will leave in 
early November and first at- 
tend the second Asian Heaith 
Conference to be held in Cal- 
cutta before making the inspec- 
tion tour.

A Zensen Domei spokesman 
charged the company was try- 
ing to cover its losses of near- 
ly ¥1,000 million, allegedly in- 
curred during the past. six 
months as a result of bad busi- 
ness policy, at the sacrifice of 
the emploves.

Tomakomai 
Nonstrikers 
Besieged 


TOMAKOMAI (Kyodo)—Non- 
strikers of the Oji Paper Manu- 
facturing Co. plant here were 
confined to the plant cornpounds 
from Monday night through 
yesterday morning by pickets 
of the first union, 

Members of the splinter union, 
who gained control of the plant 
Monday morning after a bloody 
clash with strikers, were forced 
to stay in workshops Monday 
night. 

Leaders of nonstrikers said 
they could stand the siege for 
some time because they had 
brought in enough provisions 
to last 10 days in anticipation 
of such 4 possibility. 

“We can produce about 150, 
000 pounds of newsprint a day 
in three to four days,” they 
said, 

The Tomakomai mill produces 
40 per cent of the nation’s 
newsprint output. 

Leaders of the old union con- 
tinued desperate efforts to main- 
tain the unity and morale of 
strikers, 

They visited homes of strik- 
ers in the company’s housing 
area and urged them to fight 
to the last. 

They claimed that nonstrikers 
could produce paper of only bad 
quality since there were only 
a few experienced factory work- 
ers among them, 

Meanwhile, the Central Labor 
Relations Commission an- 
nounced at 5:20 p.m. vesterday 
that it would suspend all media- 
tion efforts. 

Earlier in the day, the com- 
mission called both union and 
company representatives to the 
commission building. 

However, the commission's of- 
fer for mediation was rejected 
by the company. Later the 
union notified the commission 
that it could offer no further 
concessions since management 
had turned down the commis- 
sion’s mediation offer. 

The Tomakomai mill reopen- 
ed production of newsprint yes- 
terday, 61 days after its workers 
went on a strike of indefinite 
duration in mid-July. 

A paper-making machine with 
a daily production capacity of 
150,000 pounds was put into 
operation by 568 members of the 
splinter union who returned to 
the mill. under police protec- 
tion. 

By operating another machine 
in a few days, the mill manage- 
ment hopes to manufacture 3 
million pounds by the end of 
this month, 

Meanwhile, damage suffered 
by the company from the two- 
month strike was estimated at 
¥2,000 million in sales proceeds 
alone,

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Movies in Review 


‘The Bravados’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


“The Bravados” (20th-Century 
Fox), currently at Shochiku 
Central, is a western with a 
soberer therne than the usual 
run of films of Indian-fighting 
heroism. It is not about hero- 


ism in the least, though the 
man, Gregory Peck, is equipped 
with a generous share of cour- 


age and dash traditional to the 
western hero. It is rather about 
his attitude toward himself and 
God, or conscience, whichever 
way it may be put. 


The theme is revenge. It is 
not the first time that this is 
the theme of a western. But 
the approach is somewhat dif- 
ferent. Ranch owner Peck is 
out for revenge, to get four 
bandits who he is told have 
raped and killed his wife. He 
has never seen them, and wun- 
derstands their identities to be 
two whites, one half-breed and 
one full-blooded Indian. 


it is known that such a four- 
bandit team has been seen pass- 
ing through his ranch at one 
time or another. On this slim 
information, the man crazed 
with vengeance keeps hunting, 
and tracks the bravados down 
across the mountains to a tiny 
town bordering on Mexico. 

The police have gone ahead 
of him, however, and have 
caught them In the sleepy vil- 
lage, convicted them of bank 
rebbery involving some deaths 
and sentenced them to die, On 
the day they are to hang, Peck 
rides into the place in order to 
watch the execution. He asks 
the sheriff for permission and 
gets it without too much for- 


mality, particularly without dis- 
closing his real motive. 

The criminals manage to 
break out of the prison, how- 
ever, aided by their secret 
agent smuggled into the prison 
as a hangman. So, the hunter- 
ranchman Peck grimly leads 
the town’s manhunt party vow- 
ing to kill them all. He gets 
three. But each time he kills, 
uncertainty grows in his heart 
about their identities because 
they all emphatically deny hav- 
ing ever seen his wife or ranch. 
And in talking to the fourth 
convict (Henry Silva), he learns 
the mistake he has committed. 
For the first time he wakes up 
to the real identity of the man 
he should have gone after in- 
stead. 


Sick in soul, he finds himself 
a hero’ back in the village. A 
multitude cheers him outside 
the church where he kneels in 
deep dejection because he has 
killed men who did nothing 
wrong to him or his wife, what- 
ever crimes they may have 
committed elsewhere. 

The film makes a big point on 
this moral issue and the man’s 
integrity. His refusal to fool 
himself by public applause, and 
his tortured § self-denunciation 
before Godsis put across with 
such appealing simplicity and 
force by director Henry King 
and scriptor Philip Yordan as to 
put the audience in a sufficient- 
ly forgiving mood to overlook 
his human failure to come right 
out and disclose the horrible 
truth to the innocent hand-way- 
ing public,

The sum is the com 
pensation. money paid her fa- 
ther by the government for the 
sale of his land and house which 
was about to be submerged. He 
dies soon after, and the hoard- 
ing place of the cash is an un- 
solved riddie to all, including 
his daughter. 


The girl is still a minor, and 
must wait until she reaches 
majority to claim the money. 
Four families of her paternal 
and maternal relations are 4as- 
signed by the authorities to the 
task of looking after her until 
tha: time. They take turns in 
lodging the girl, and do their 
mean best to entice her, seduce 
her, convert, or just plain black- 


mail her. When all fails, some 
even try to kill her. 

The girl finds the money, 
however, cunningly hidden 


away by the dead man who 
seems just as jealous to guard 
it away from his poor relations. 
And his daughter, just as tough 
as her enemies, dramatically 
saves herself by breaking out of 
the sinking cellar-prison on the 


_very day she becomes of age. 


She shocks everybody by std- 
denly materializing before her 
gaping relations, like the be- 
draggied ghost of a drowned 
woman, and by producing the 
cash she had concealed in their 
own dwelling. She takes her 
miliions fo her saintly uncle 
Simon (Charles Blavette) tend- 
ing sheep in the mountains, 
where, the idyl says, they will 
live forever after like a couple 
of contented gods in starry 
Olympus,

The “doll handler” takes the 
doll out of its box and carries 
it, a limp figure, to the center 
of the stage. Then invisible 
“strings” are untangled and ar- 
ranged. First its right hand, 
then its left hand, rises in con- 
junction with the handler’s 
movements as he “pulls” the 
strings to see whether every- 
thing is all right. Then, with 
a few appropriate movements 
on the part of the handler, the 
“puppet” comes to life. 

But throughout the dance, 
the doll must remain a_ doll, 
The dance movements cleverly 
and skillfully create this illu- 
sion, and one is thoroughly 
charmed, in the end not quite 
sure whether an actor had be- 
come the doll or whether the 
doll had come alive. 

The dance is even complete 
with little jerks and moments 
of entirely strung-up move- 
ment when somehow the 
“Strings” go wrong and the 
handler, with a worried look on 
his face, moves up to untangle 
the trouble and put the doll to 
rights again. 

Danko, with his cherubie boy 
face and his sensitively timed 
dancing, makes this charming- 
ly humorous dance a delight to 
behold,

Sword Play 
This sentimental theme is 
padded out in Shinkokugeki

IMF Rejects 
Increased 
Gold Price 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—The 67-nation Inter- 
national Monetary Fund said in 
a staff study Monday there was 
no proven need for an increase 
in the price of gold, 

Per Jacobsson, managing 
director of the fund, said in a 
foreword that the 100-page 
study did not necessarily rep- 


resent the views of the execu- 
tive directors. 
It said: ““‘World gold produc- 


tion, at the current fixed price 
of $35 dollars per fine ounce, 
has been increasing year by 
year, particularly since 1951, 
There is no reason to expect a 
reversal of this trend in the 
foreseeable future. 


“It cannot be argued that the 
current supply is inadequate for 
the requirements which can 
now be foreseen. 


“There is no proven need for 
any abrupt increase in the 
volume of current gold produc- 
tion or in its monetary value 
by an increase in the price of 
gold. 

“A measure of that kind 
might even detract attention 
from the real monetary prob- 
lems.”

RADIO MOSCOW (Via Radio- 
press)—It was announced by 
the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of the USSR 
several days ago that a special 
party congress, the 2ist, will 
convene on Jan. 27, 1959. Here 
is the comment of our observer 
Viadimir Mihailoy on the. aims 
and significance of the forth- 
coming congress. 

At its plenary meeting, the 
Central Committee decided to 
convene the 21st congress of the 
party to discuss the program of 
national economic development 
for the next seven-vear period 
from 1959 to 1965. 

Our people are accustomed to 
regarding each congress of the 
Communist Party as a big event 
in the country’s life. The dele- 
gates always gather to thrash 
out problems relating to poli- 
tics, economy or culture. The 
further economic development 
of our country is at present a 
priority problem and the con- 
gress will tackle its solution. 

Lately, Soviet economy has 
been advancing at a very rapid 
pace. The volume of produc- 
tion has been increasing by an 
annual average of 10 per cent. 
Such a rate of growth is un- 
reachable even in such Western 
countries as the United States 
and France, where annual pro- 
duction increases amount to 
oniy 3.2 per cent. 

The situation is such that the 
Soviet Union iis likely to be- 
come inside of 15 years, the 
most advanced industrial coun- 
try in the world. It has out- 
stripped all rivals in Europe 
and has only the United States 
to catch up with. The competi- 
tion between these two great 
nations has already begun. 

The Communist Party con- 
gress is going to discuss, the 
program of development for the 
next seven years. As I have 
said, the contest is on. The 
Soviet Union is increasing pro- 
duction at the annual rate of 
10 per cent and the United 
States at the rate of 3.2 per 
cent. You might argue that 
percentage figures do not tell 
the whole story, that so far the 
United States surpasses the 
Soviet Union in the volume of

Perhaps you have heard that 
the conference adopted con- 
crete recommendations worked 
out in details on measures to- 
ward transforming the vast 
sparsely populated and under- 
developed region of eastern 
Siberia into one of the most 
productive industrial regions 
of the world. 

The draft report of Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev, containing 
the tentative figures relative to 
our country’s economic develop- 
ment over the next seven years, 
will soon be published in the 
press and discussed by the 
whole country. The practical 
proposals offered by the repub- 


lics in such cases will be taken - 


into account by the congress 
delegates and by the planning 
organizations that will be 
charged with drawing up the 
final economic program. 

The announcement that the 
Communist Party will hold its 
next congress in four months 
from now to discuss economic 
plans, appeared at aé_e time 
when the situation in the Far 
fast has grown worse and 
threatens world peace. The So- 
viet Union's peaceful economic 
progress is accompanied by 
similar economic advances in 
the Chinese People’s Republic 
and in all the other socialist 
states.

Because the President has legal 
authority from Congress to de- 
fend Taiwan, and everything 
Dulles wishes to do in the area 
which is chiefly to keep up 
the morale of the Chiang regime 
has to be justified as some- 
how related to the military de- 
fense of Taiwan. 


Thus, in Quemoy the real 
issue is not whether the Com- 
munists are to have the istand 
as a stepping stone to the in- 
vacion of Taiwan, Quemoy has 
nothing to do with the invasion 
of Taiwan or with the defense 
of Taiwan—except that Chiang 
has recklessly locked up a third 
of his army in Quemoy. If he 
lost that army, the rest of his 
army, which is in Taiwan itself, 
might overthrow him, and so 
Chiang has Dulles entangled in 
Quemoy. For if Quemoy is lost, 
the army is lost. If the army 


is Jost, Taiwan is lost. If Tai- 
wan is lost, Southeast Asia is 
lost, etc,, etc. 


All this comes of founding a 
policy on untruths: on the un- 
truth that the Red Chinese are 
planning the military conquest 
of Taiwan, on the untruth that 
the offshore islands are related 
to Taiwan, not to speak of the 
still bigger untruth that the real 
government of China is in Tai- 
wan, and that it will some day 
move back to the mainland.

American policy in eastern 
Asia has become a_ holding 
operation, a rear guard action, 
centered upon Chiang’s govern- 
ment in Taiwan. According to 
the official apoiog!sts, we have 
gotten ourselves into a fix 
where our influence and pres- 
tige in eastern Asia depend 
upon an old man who presides 
over a feeble government which 
has been driven off the main- 
land. So entangled are we that 
we are not allowed to consider 
among ourselves, much less to 
explore it publicly, what is to 
become of Taiwan when Chiang 
departs. The open discussion of 
such realistic possibilities, it is 
said, would demoralize Chiang’s 
Government. Thus our diplo- 
macy in eastern Asia is paraly- 
zed. 

In the diplomatic contest 
with the Communist world 
Red China is able to act on the 
conviction that eventually Tai- 
wan. will come to terms with 
the mainland. But we have no 
conviction about the future on 
which we can act. We are 
defending Chiang and we are 
depending on Chiang. But 
Chiang is not immortal. And 
Chiang will not let us talk 
about what might come after 
he goes. Thus we are unable 
to propose anything in the na- 
ture of a constructive policy. 
All we can do is to stand by 
Chiang until the dav comes 
When there is no Chiang to 
stand by. 

* Our relations with Chiang 
are a classic exampile—the 
most far-reaching in our his- 
tory—of an entangling alliance. 
Far from its being, as the offi- 
cial apologists say, indispens- 
able to our prestige and in- 
fluence, this entangling alliance 
is an enormous liability which, 
if it does not entangle us in 
war, is surely and steadily los- 
ing us the respect and con- 
fidence of our friends.

Ainu Traditions 

The Ainu people in Hokkaido 
belHeved that rain, snow, wind 
and temperature were control- 
led tyy its respective kami. So 
whenever there was too much 
rain, too heavy a snowfall or 
too strong a wind, they appeal- 
ed to each kami to stop its fury. 

When the rain continues, 
wetting kindling and raising 
the river water, the Ainu family 
makes a boy born on a fine day 
go outside naked with a 
bamboo basket. Then they 
loudly shout. “If you want to 
pour down rain, keep on pour- 
ing until the basket is full. But 
if you cannot fill the basket, 
stop pouring rain at once.” 

When it snows heavily, an 
old woman born on a fine day 
goes outdoors holding a large 
lighted torch and says, “If you 
want to snow, snow enough to 
extinguish this torch. If you 
cannot, stop snowing!” 

When it blows very hard the 
Ainus put a sickle on the roof 
top and shout, “If you rage so 
furiously, you will touch this 
sickle and cut your waist bone.” 

The Ainus believe that such 
threats will make the kami 
obey their wish and stop their 
furious actions. 

But when the weather is dry 
and they want rain, they catch 
a river shellfish and prying the 
shell open by inserting a piece 
of stick, they place it by the 
river side, Then pouring a lit- 
tle water on the ;s l they say, 
“Does the water taste good? If 
you want to return to the 
water, bring down rain and call 
for the river water.” 

When the sea continues calm, 
it is time for all fishermen to 
engage themselves busily fish- 
ing. Often, however, the work 
tires them and they wish to 
rest. At such times the fisher- 
men catch a bullhead and bury 
it in the shore sands. “If you 
wish to return to the sea, call 
the sea to come up or else you 
will die,” they threaten. A 
storm is sure to arise and the 
fishermen can then have a few 
davs of rest. 

But when this trick {fs dis- 
covered by their employe, the 
men are buried in the sand in 
place of the bullhead, it is said.

’ Lebanon’s Crisis Ends’ 


Caretaker Gov't, However, Not Formed 


By The Asia News Agency 


BEIRUT — All attempts to 
form a caretaker government 
in the Lebanon have been tem- 
porarily given up until after 
Sept. 23, the deadline of the 
legal term for outgoing Pres- 
ident Camille Chamoun and the 
takeovér of the President-elect 
Gen. Chehab. Meanwhile life 
in strife-torn Beirut is going 
back to normal, following the 
decision of the opposition to 
call off the three-month-old 
strike. 


Political quarters in the Leba- 
nese capital are of the opinion 
that the Solh Government 
which had asked for foreign 
forces in the Lebanon shouid 
continue to bear the respon- 
sibility for having such forces 
in the country. 


Talks to form a _ caretaker 
government have, therefore, 
been placed in cold storage al- 
though the Speaker of the Leba- 
nese Parliament is optimistic 
about the formation of such 
government consisting mainly 
of high officials without any 
political bias or party affilia- 
tions. Among those who are 
tipped to head such a set-up is 
the mayor of Beirut. 


As far as the internal situa- 


tion is concerned the group of 


neutrals known as the third 
force and led by Henry 
Pharoun is reported to be stu- 
dying a plan to appeal to all 
parties to surrender their arms 
so that the country returns to 
normalcy before Gen. Chehab 
assumes office. Such a Sur- 
render of arms would give the 
new regime the necessary im- 
petus to rebuild the country’s 
economy. 


There are other indications 
that the crisis in tiny Lebanon 
is now nearing its end. Busi- 
ness houses have opened and 
traffic in the main centers of 
the capital is on the increase. 
Night clubs have resumed their 
activities though on a_ small 
scale. Even the trenches in the 
opposition-held areas of the city 
that were dug for fighting are 
now being filied up. 


On the other hand, the 
Speaker of the Parliament has 
drawn the attention of the 
Lebanese Minister of Informa- 
ion to the campaign Radio Bei- 
rut still conducts against the 
United Arab Republic in spite 
of the fact that Cairo Radio as 
well as the voice of the Arabs 
have lessened their references 
to the present conditions in 
Lebanon. The Speaker pointed 
out to the Minister that such a

Japan Economy 
Subject of Book 


NEW YORE) (AP)—Serious- 
ness of Japan's economic prob- 
lems are pointed up in a new 
book by Jerome B. Cohen, pro- 
fessor at the College of the City 
of New York, who contends that 
nonetheless Japan has made an 
amazing postwar recovery. 


The book, “Japan's Postwar 
Economy,” is reviewed by the 
New York Times in comment 
written by Burton Crane, one 
of the newspaper’s financial 
writers who served as a corres- 
pondent in postwar Japan. 

Cohen, who served in Japan 
with Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
eccupation agency, wrote that 
“the young people in Japan 
tend to vote socialist and in five 
to 10 vears this could mean a 
socialist regime, even in the 
absence of a recession ... They 
badly need wider contacts with 
the West and observation of 
Western experience and devel- 
opment. United States pro- 
grams, formal and informal, 
should be shaped to this end.” 


Crane called this “excellent 
advice in an excellent book.” 


Cohen cited such Japanese 
needs as that of importing $600 
million of food a year and of 
the voluntary quotas Japan was 
forced to accept in December 
1955, for shipment of cotton tex- 
tiles to the United States. This, 
he said, was despite the fact 
that the 1955 aggregate repres- 
ented only 1.8 per cent of Amer- 
ica’s domestic consumption and 
added up to a mere half of 
Japan's raw cotton purchases 
from the US. 


Said the review: “Even with 
such handicaps as this, Mr. 
Cohen apparentiy believes the 
Japanese are going to survive. 
Their amazing recovery has 
given them a standard of living 
today about a fifth higher than 
the 1934-1936 level. Despite an 
overage industrial plant and 
make-work practices that paid 
labor costs unnecessarily, she 
has been selling goods abroad 
in increasing amounts,”
